The bomb was said to have con-} 
sisted of a gun shell tightly wrap-| 
ped with rusty wires and stuffed 
with paper. It was crudely wrap- | 
ped. 

The post office said it was in-| 
formed the bomb was wired to 
explode when properly jarred or 
struck: j 

Although the resultant explosion | 
might not have resulted fatally, 
considerable harm would have come 
to the person handling it at the 
time it went off, it was said. 

The work was described as ap- 
parently that of an amateur.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN HOUSE, 
Alta., Feb. 22.—Two women were 
seriously, perhaps fatally, burn- 
ed, and a third was bitten by a 
mad dog, when a gasoline e¢x- 
plosion rocked the home of Mrs. 
R. Mellars here shortly after 9 a. 
m. Wednesday. 

Mrs. Mellars, the most critically 
burned, is in the hospital where 
her life hangs in the balance, 
while Mrs. Davis, a neighbor who 
risked her life to save her friend 
from certain death, is said to be 
in a serious condition. 

A third woman, a Miss Carlson, 
was bitten by a mad dog as she

The Passing Show 
By J. S. Cowper. 


I am writing this from Vancouver one of the 
most interesting cities of Canada from which to 
observe the changing course of events, It is a much 
more friendly city than when I knew it years ago, 
in the days of its prosperity. As I walked from the 
station up Granville street last night on arrival, a 
distance of six blocks, six different pretty ladies, 
noting from my bag that I was a stranger, said 
“Hello!”

On the previous day the city’s bankers had noti- 
fied the municipal finance committee that it must 
prune $2,000,000 of the estimated expenditures for 
1933 before the bank wil! extend any financial aid. 
That's making history. 

There was no arguing about it. Faced with the 
bank ultimatum, the chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee—who was $3,000,000 short in his estimates 
for the year—proceeded to slash the civic stimates 
with a vigorous hand. By the end of the day he 
had the $2,000,000 lopped off. 

Here is what Vancouver faces for the present 
year: 
1. A reduction of $943,000 in its school esti- 
mates. 

2. The Fire Department has $252,000 slashed 
off its original estimate of $815,000. 

3. The Police Commission's budget, which 
was $71,000 less than last year, is slashed a fur- 
ther $200,000, leaving $620,500 for law enforce- 
ment. 

4. The Parks Board gets $100,000 instead of 

75,000. 

5. The Library Board gets $50,000 instead of 
$113,000. 

6. The Health Department 
stead of $110,000. 

7. Board of works gets $762,000 instead of $1,- 
360,875. ‘ 

8. Voluntary grants to Publicity Bureau, 
Crippled Children's Hospital and Chamber of 
Mines, etc. amounting to $141,000 cancelled. 

9. Reduction of administration costs to the 
tune of $320,000 from various civic departments

It sounds easier than it feels. The appropria- 
tions had been cut $761,000 before the bank took a 
hand. It means to the citizens that several fire- 
halls will be closed or firemen placed on a part- 
time basis; that in a city with a per capita record 
of hold-ups to make Chicagoans fear for their 
laurels, a twenty-five per cent cut in police facilities 
must be made; that sorne of the schools will be 
put on a part-time schedule; that parks and streets 
will be held down to maintenance only, and many 
excellent institutions will have to close their doors 
or seek direct public assistamce. To hundreds of 
clerks and workmen it means goodbye to steady 
work, or a gravitation towards civic relief

Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 
TESTS FOR STOMACH ACIDITY OFTEN OF 
NO VALUE 

Among the tests given in many diagnostic clinics 
is one to determine the amount of hydrochloric acid 
in the stomach. Patients who have had these 
examinations frequently teil me that they have to 
use several drops of hydrochloric acid before and 
after their meals in order to help them digest food 
properly, some eminen! doctor having told them 
so after finding little or no hydrochloric acid in an 
examination of their stomachs’ content. These 
patients are usually alarmed when I have them dis- 
continue the hydrochloric acid and are agreeably 
surprised when no stomach distress arises The 
explanation for this is simple and consists in the 
fact that almost all the tesis given for stomach 
acidity are unreliable and have no meaning 

The test usually consists in giving the patient 
some kind of a meai, allowing it to remain in the 
stomach for a time. and then removing the stomach 
contents with a stomach pump, after which the 
amount of acidity is determined. In questioning 
many patients who have been through these tests 
I find that the average meal given is white bread 
toast and tea. Anyone with an elementary know- 
ledge of physiology and certainly learned diagno- 
ticians should know that the stomach does not 
normally secrete hydrochloric acid or other 
digestive fluids uless it has the proper stimulation. 
The principal function of the stomach is to digest 
protein foods These secretions are formed when 
protein food is in the stomach and they are 
formed also to some extent reflexly when acids are 
either smelled or tasted. The white bread toast 
used in the average test meal consists principally of 
starch, which is not in any way digesed by the 
stomach secretions, and most brewed tea contains 
tannin which hat, if anything, a tendency to close 
the secreting glands in the stomach. Instead of a 
lack of acid after such a meal being an indication 
of deficient hydrochloric secretion, it is more likely 
to indicate a normal stomach 

Gastritis or stomach inflammation is apt to be 
present with either an excess of a deficiency of 
hodrochloric acid, and the secretions generally 
become normal when the inflammation is reduced. 
Digestion is carried on mostly by the chemical 
n of the digestive juice. In the stomach the 
composed of pepsin, rennin, and 
hydrochloric acid, literally dissolves the food by 
chemical action. If too much food is used or if 
bad m res are used, the only way the stomach 
can get rid of this excess mixture is by producing 
more gastric juice and thus liquifying its contents 
to make it ready for assimilation or expulsion. Thus 
the bad habit is formed of making more gastric 
juice than would be necessary if judicious amounts 
of food were used in proper combinations. Con- 
sequently, when a meal is missed, this digestive 
juice, strongly acid, is by force of habit thrown out 
into the stomach ahd, having no food to act upon, 
attacks the delicate mucous lining of the stomach 
organ itself and sets up an irritation which will 
only be relieved if food is used, or the acid diluted 
by drinking large quantities of water 

A simple remedy which brings instant relief: is 
to take a teaspoon of soda in a glass or two of water 
to counteract the acid. Many avert more serious 
stomach uleers for years by always having soda on 
hand to take as soon as the gnawing begins. But, if 
one wishes to CURE this derangement, it is not as 
simple to do as to relieve the symptoms. Strict 
dietetic rules must be observed for a long time if 
the stomach is to be trained to discontinue making 
an excess amount of hydrochloric acid. The quick- 
est way to get results is to fast for a few days from 
all food and keep the stomach full of plain water, 
drinking a glass of water every half hour during 
the day, and additional water if awakening at night. 
After this, live on two small meals daily, omitting 
lunch altogether, and using a quart or two of water 
through the middle of the day. After a few weeks 
of this regimen you will find that, when a meal is 
missed, you wil] have no more gnawing

An 
other recipe for the same purpose 
calls for two ounces of 20-volume 
peroxide and six ounces rosewater

gen peroxide to anhydrous lanolin 
or a pure cold cream that contain 
no boric acid 

The antiseptic and deodorant 
qualities of this useful solution mak« 
it a suitable ingredient for mout! 
| washes, gargles and tooth pastes. A 
tooth paste is made from five part 
precipitated chalk and one part 
hard soap powder mixed to a paste 
of desired consistency with equa! 
parts of glycerim and 20-colume hy- 
drogen peroxide 

It is a versatile product.

other common bites. One of the 
readers of this cclumn reported that 
she used it successfully to remove 
a wart on her face by making sev- 
eral daily applications.

Tm the course of a slashing attack 
delivered on the Co-Operative Com- 
monwealth Federation in the legis- 
lature on Tuesday while he was 
speaking the debate on the 
Speech from the Throne, Dr. W. A 
Atkinson, Conservative, Edmonton, 
described the organization under 
fire as “new-—untried—a quack 
réemedy—all theory and never been 
tricd.” 

Ere he took his seat, Dr. Atkin- 
fon extensively viewed many 
phases of government activity 

When C. Lionel Gibbs, Labor, 
Edmonton had spoken in the house 
a few days ago, he had admitted, 
declared Dr, Atkinson that the 
C.C.F. had no def site plan as to 
how to work out its Fabian 


and put it into actual practice. “I 


am sure,” said Dr. Atkinson, “that! 


Mr. Gibbs is very sincer- in his 
faith in this new party. “ut, to my 
mind. he bases his structure on false 
premises.” 


LIKE A PALL 

Turning his attention to general 
questions Dr. Atkinson said: “There 
are three burdens resting like a 
pall on our people. The task of 
this house is to earnestly seek a 
solution of these problems.” 

He then said® these problems 
were: 

1—Collapse of prices of primary 
products. 


2—Debdts, provincial, municipal 
and private. 

3—Unemployment 

Dealing with the first, he said} 


that unless “we can find a satisfac- 


tory solution of this problem, our | 


farmers cannot stay on the farm.” 
The Dominion government had 
been successful in establishing pre- 
ferences in the British Empire for 
many or most of Canada’s primary 
agricultural products. Every coun- 
try in the British Empire except 
Canada had inflated its currency so 
that the non-parity between the 
dollar and the British pound pro- 
hibited Canadian competition in 
these products with Britain. Thus 


temporary inflation to the extent} 


necessary to insure fair competi- 
tion was desirable. 

On debts, he said that all 
nomists were writing of inter- 
national debt problems and they 
seemed to be agreed that adjust- 
ment or complete cancellation of in- 
ternational debts was the one great 
requisite to stimulate trade and 
thus bring about the beginning of 
prosperity. He would apply the 
same principle to the debt problem 
as it affected Canada. Debts and in- 
terest rates must be scaled down if 
the farmer ever was going to get 
out from under his load 


GREAT SOCIAL PROBLEM 
Treating unemployment he said 

that this was the great social pro- 

blem of the present and demanded 


the best efforts of all to find a solu- 
tion. 

“L am quite sure,” he said, “that 
the unemployed and needy in this 
district are treated kindly and gen- 
erously by those in charge and I 
am sure the same generous treat- 
ment prevails throughout the pro- 
vince. 

“However, the major need re- 
mains untouched with the exception 
of recent voluntary efforts such as 
instruction given in classes, recre- 
ation and entertainment.” He urged 
that efforts be made to prevent ap- 
palling disintegration of personality. 

Formation of self-help unemploy- 
ed organizations would aid in main- 
taining character and integrity of 
the needy. 

Dr. Atkinson reviewed the major 
fields of provincial endeavor. He 
was by nature an optimist and he 
hoped to remain so in his treat- 
ment of provincial problems.
